The documents cited in the search report merely refer to the state of the art in the field of resource 
allocation in OFDMA communication systems. 

None of said documents discloses a method for allocating a downlink resource allocation in an 
OFDMA communication system for saving power consumption used for processing undesired bursts. 

Thus the subject matter of independent claims 1,7,12 meets the requirements of novelty and 
inventive step. 

The subject matter of the dependent claims can be considered novel and inventive by virtue of 
dependency.
